SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘Veterans Health Nurse 4

Recruitment and Retention Act of 2017’’. 5
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SEC. 2. ANNUAL REPORT REGARDING THE RECRUITMENT, 1

HIRING, AND RETENTION OF NURSES FOR 2

THE VETERANS HEALTH ADMINISTRATION. 3

(a) REPORT REQUIRED.—Not later than one year 4

after the date of the enactment of this Act and annually 5

thereafter, the Secretary of Veterans Affairs shall publish 6

and submit to the Committees on Veterans’ Affairs of the 7

Senate and the House of Representatives a report regard-8

ing efforts to recruit, hire, and retain nurses for the Vet-9

erans Health Administration. 10

(b) ELEMENTS.—The report under subsection (a) 11

shall include details relating to— 12

(1) efforts to recruit, hire, and retain nurses at 13

each medical facility of the Department; 14

(2) resources provided by the Secretary to re-15

cruit, hire, and retain nurses for the Veterans 16

Health Administration; and 17

(3) recommendations for legislation the Sec-18

retary considers appropriate. 19
